Key To Bridge 


Estimated growth of traffic at 
the Straits of Mackinac is the l$ey 
to the construction of 
a 
bridge 
linking Michigan’s two peninsulas, 
said Prentiss M. Brown, chairman 
of the Mackinac Bridge Authority. 
Speaking to a joint convention 
of the Michigan 
Legislators 
re­ 
cently, he told the lawmakers that 
experts in the field of traffic an­ 
alysis predicted that 
the 
normal 
increases in Straits’ crossings plus 
traffic attracted by a bridge would 
be large enough to pay the prin­ 
cipal and interest on 
bonds 
for 
such a structure without raising 
tolls higher than those now charg­ 
ed for crossing the Straits by fer­ 
ry boat. 
“Many people find it 
difficult 
to 
believe 
that 
traffic 
at 
the 
Straits will continue to grow. Yet 
our experts point out 
that 
this 
traffic comes from the populated 
centers of Michigan. These areas 
have a large reserve of people who 
will m ake the trip to 
the

w hether we have a bridge there 
or not. The bridge, of course, with 
the world’s second 
largest 
span, 
will attract hundreds of thousands 
of additional Straits crossers than 
continued ferry 
service,”

Opening Relief Rolls To Public 
Helps To Reduce Welfare Costs 
T 
HOSE WHO OPPOSE public inspection 
of welfare rolls may well study the ex­ 
perience of Indiana, the first state to defy 
federal law and open its welfare rolls to 
the public for scrutiny. As a result of In­ 
diana’s defiance of the federal law, Con­ 
gress revamped the regulations to permit 
public inspection. 
Many states, however, Michigan includ 
ed, have state laws designed to protect the 
secrecy of welfare rolls. 
Legislation 
is 
pending before the Michigan Legislature to 
remove the secrecy and some action may 
develop in the present session. 
Indiana has found that its action in let­ 
ting the taxpayers know how their money 
is being spent for welfare purposes is pay­ 
ing off in reduced welfare costs. Sharp re­ 
ductions have resulted in direct relief, aid 
to dependent children, and old age assist­ 
ance. 
The cry that newspapers would publish 
the lists of all welfare families and that 
snoopers would be invading the welfare 
offices in droves to see if their neighbors 
.were relief clients was heard 
in 
Indiana 
before the state acted to open its welfare 
rolls to 'ublic inspection. It is being heard 
in Michigan now as this issue comes to the 
fore. But Indiana's experience proves that 
such is not the case.

France Fears Growth 
O f German Army 
T 
HE FUTURE of Western Europe’s de­ 
fense program appears brighter. Most 
of the credit must go to the recently ended 
meeting of the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization council at Lisbon. 
Some of the council’s accomplishments, 
however, look better on paper than they 
are in reality. For instance, the plan for 
about 50 combat-ready divisions by the 
end of this year. Some military authorities 
believe a figure of about half that would 
be more realistic. 
And while council members themselves 
have come to productive agreement on the 
most important points, final approval still 
must come from their respective countries. 
And that can cause time-consuming bick­ 
ering, if not downright balking. 
Who pays for what is still a major ob­ 
stacle in the giant arms program? Some of 
the European countries are hard up, to put 
it mildly. France is a good example. The 
United States, already shouldering a great 
financial burden in Europe, has agreed to 
give France another $400,000,000 for re­ 
armament. 
Perhaps the most striking aspect of the 
current European defense picture is the 
sudden rise of Germany, mortal enemy of 
most NATO countries only seven years ago, 
as an important column in the defense 
structure. 
West Germany is to pay 52,670,000,000 a 
year toward the Western Europe defense 
program, subject to possible adjustments 
by the Bonn government. 
The way has also been opened for Ger­ 
many once against to begin stoking up her 
great war industries. Just w hat arms she 
will be allowed to produce 
hasn't 
been 
completely ironed out. 
And Theodore Blank, m ilitary adviser to 
West Germany’s Adenauer, 
has told the 
Germans they are to have a draft to raise 
300,000 to 400,000 troops for the European 
'army. 
The agreements which elevate Germany 
to a place of equal footing in the European 
army were not arrived at without a lot of 
compromises with her 
ancient 
enemy, 
France. 
The 
United 
States and Britain had to 
give France assurances that Germany will 
not be allowed to dominate the European 
army, or to pull her forces out of it when 
she pleases. 
France certainly cannot be blamed for 
feeling as she does. 
In fact, political news from West Ger­ 
many seems to bear out the fear of France 
and others that tolerance for the prin­ 
ciples of Nazism is not dead. 
U. S. High Commissioner McCloy, in a 
quarterly report to the State Department 
from Bonn, warns of coming "disaster” un­ 
less a halt is put to rising German nation­ 
alism and the actions of Nazi-like parties. 
Certainly 
not 
all Germ any’s sins are 
atoned for by her entry into the European 
army.

Soo Adopts New 
City Charter 
O A U LT STE. 
MARIE, one of the first 
^ Michigan cities to adopt a city m an­ 
ager system of government, has approved 
a new charter. It is significant that the new 
charter decisively approved by the voters 
Of the Soo retains the city manager-com- 
mission form of government, but modern­ 
izes the charter to meet present needs. 
A principal change is an increase in the 
num ber of commissioners from 
five 
to 
seven. The obvious purpose, of course, is to 
broaden the base of the city’s legislative 
body and thereby create a greater degree 
of legislative stability. Such a change is 
one that may well be considered in Esca­ 
naba if and when thought is given to re­ 
vision of the city’s charter. 
Another change in the Soo charter pro­ 
vides for a non-partisan city election at the 
same time as state elections. The purpose 
of this change presumably is to save elec­ 
tion expense. Whether this is a desirable 
change for the Soo, we do not know. The 
voters there obviously believe so, as the 
election results indicated, but we would 
not like to see a similar provision in the 
Escanaba charter. It is difficult, if not im ­ 
possible, to maintain non-partisanship in 
an election conducted at the same time as 
the extrem ely political state election. 
The new city charter permits the city 
m anager to make purchases upon behalf 
of the city up to $1,000 
without 
taking 
bids. The old charter limit was $500. In­ 
asmuch as the purchasing power of 
the 
dollar today is so much smaller than it was 
when their charter was adopted in 1917, 
the revision merely adjusts for today’s eco­ 
nomic conditions. This change is one that 
may well be considered for Escanaba if and 
when consideration is given for revising 
our charter.

Expect Slow Convalescence 
Following Serious Illness

Merry-Go-Round 
By DREW PEARSON 
SAN JUAN—Today, in Puerto Rico, be­ 
ginning just before noon, the streets will 
be quite empty. For, promptly at I o'clock, 
little groups of Puerto Ricans will be lock­ 
ed up, 160 to a schoolhouse or office build­ 
ing, to vote on one of the most im portant 
documents in the western 
hemisphere— 
the new Puerto Rican constitution. 
The voters will be locked in the build­ 
ings and schoolhouses in order to prevent 
their repeating at the polls. They sit quiet­ 
ly waiting their turn to vote' while a great 
calm settles down over the island. 
This 
calm is so intense that you can almost hear 
thousands of pencils scratching crosses on 
thousands of ballots in this American pleb­ 
iscite o nself-determination of peoples. 
This unique balloting is taking place in 
the oldest part of America, yet is one of the 
newest experiments in self-government. 
It was just a few miles from here that 
Christopher Columbus first poked the nose 
of his Santa Maria into the mysteries of the 
new world. The turret tower of the gover­ 
nor’s palace at San Juan from which this 
new constitution will be administered was 
built only 40 years after Columbus’ arriv­ 
al here. 
And, 
as 
Columbus 
pioneered a new 
world, so Puerto Rico and 
the 
United 
States may be pioneering a new govern­ 
m ental system which may set a pattern for 
the western hemisphere. 
FRIENDLY TO U. S. 
In actual fact the so-called “Damn Yan­ 
kees of the North” can be proud of w hat’s 
happening in Puerto Rico. Here is an island 
which for four long centuries was under 
the rule of Spain, yet in exactly 50 years it 
has become vigorous, self-respecting, com­ 
pletely democratic, loyal, and friendly to 
the U. S. A. In contrast, the mother coun­ 
try, Spain, is still under a dictatorship, has 
suffered a recent bloody revolution 
that 
permits no freedom of the press, freedom 
of speech or religion. 
The contrast is interesting in other re­ 
spects. The dictator of Spain, 
Francisco 
Franco, has recently paid a powerful lobby 
in Washington to push a $100,000,000 out­ 
right gift to Spain through Congress. 
The man who governs Puerto Rico, on 
the other hand, Luis Munoz Marin, 
first 
Puerto Rican governor to be elected by the 
people, is able to get few gifts from Con­ 
gress. Yet Governor Munoz Marin, educat­ 
ed at Georgetown University and living 
much of his life in the U. S.. is such a vi­ 
gorous champion of civil liberties that he 
even gives the Puerto Rican educational 
paper-printing contract to the low-bidding 
San Juan newspaper which is his severest 
critic. 
UNIQUE DOCUMENT 
It is Governor Munoz Marin who largely 
pioneered the New Puerto Ricon constitu­ 
tion being voted on today. This is a unique 
document, for it provides neither statehood 
nor independence for 
Puerto 
Rico 
but 
makes it “The Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico.” The exact language is a “free asso­ 
ciated 
state.” 
W hat this means is that 
Puerto Rico will remain associated 
with 
and part of the United States, free to gov­ 
ern itself on local problems but subject to 
the tariffs of the United States and other 
U. S. laws which Congress specifies should 
apply to the island. 
However, Puerto Rico will fix jts own 
taxes, thus preserving the right held dear 
to our founding fathers of 
no 
taxation 
without representation but it will receive 
the protection of the 
American 
armed 
forces, which will use Puerto Rico as a 
base, and in most other respects the island 
will continue to be a part of the United 
States. 
This compromise of a commonwealth or 
free associated state was worked out by 
Democratic Sen. Joseph O’Mahoney of Wy­ 
oming, 
Republican Sen. Guy Cordon of 
Oregon and other congressmen in cooper­ 
ation with Puerto Rican leaders for two 
reasons: 
I—Puerto Ricans did not have sufficient 
wealth to become a state; they could not 
afford to pay regular taxes as do Hawaii 
and Alaska. And, 2—The island could not 
afford to lose the benefit of its economic 
ties with the United States which would 
be severed if it obtained complete inde­ 
pendence.

If the constitution being voted on today 
is adopted by the people, as seems likely, it 
then goes to the U. S. Congress for approv­ 
al and, if approved by Congress, 
Puerto 
Rico becomes a commonwealth associated 
with the United States of America. 


Into The Past 


If a person has had some severe disease 
or serious operation, he or she can’t expect 
to get out of bed at once, feel full of pep 
at once, and start in right away with all 
ihe work and pleasures of life. 
On the con teary, after a serious illness 
or operation, one must plan on a period 
of recovery of strength and health which 
is called convalescence. 
This is often a discouraging time, par­ 
ticularly when it seems to drag on and on. 
Yet convalescence from a disease or an 
operation is an im portant part of the re­ 
covery process and the need for it should 
be recognized. 
Rest is the main key to convalescence. 
Rest in bed is generally required at first; 
the person who gets up too soon or stays 
lip too long may suffer a relapse which de­ 
lay I the return of perfect health. 
During 
convalescence evenrthing, particularly ex- 
ircise, should be done slowly. 
, The periods out of bed, should be short 
Bt first. Gradually, they can be extended, 
fatigue should be avoided. How one feels 
fetter being up is a good sign a*xto whether 
•na la pushing oneself too much or just 


In addition to gradually increasing the 
activity, plenty of sleep and soft but sub­ 
stantial foods are desirable. Most conval­ 
escents require frequent small meals rath ­ 
er thanes few large ones. 
MAY NEED SPECIAL FOODS 
Special 
foods 
may be needed at this 
time, just what of course, depends on the 
disease or operation experienced and must 
be individually prescribed. 
The use of small frequent feedings 
of 
easily digestible food is almost always the 
same, however, regardles of the type ol 
illness suffered. 
Convalescents from disease or operation 
should relax and realize the fact that they 
cannot expect recovery to happen all at 
once. Many people are impatient to get 
well and tend to take changes too soon. 
The gradual increase of activity, proper 
diet and resumption of normal life is the 
best guarantee that 
convalescence 
will 
progress as rapidly as can reasonably be 
expected. The return of fully normal vigor 
and pep may take longer than anticipated, 
but the proper activity during this period 
and the right mental attitude pays off in

Your American Money Is Helping 
Boost Value Of Canadian Dollar

TORONTO, Canada —(NEA) — 
North of the border, the Cana­ 
dian dollar ain’t what it used to 
be. 
It’s better. 
Technically, this is expressed by 
saying that the Canadian dollar 
has reached par value with the 
U.S. dollar. To American tourists, 
this means the end of that favor­ 
able rate of exchange they’ve long 
enjoyed. The visitor could go into 
a five-and-ten in 
Halifax 
last 
Summer, or a meat store in Wind­ 
sor or a trading post in the wilds 
of Ontario, and get $1.03 in Can­ 
adian money for every American 
dollar he exchanged. 
Today, it’s an even-up affair. 
One American dollar equals one 
Canadian dollar, and vice versa. 
This foreign exchange rate is ar­ 
rived at on the open market, with 
every country’s money bringing 
what it’s worth. The change in the 
Canadian dollar’s value indicates 
a change for the better in Can­ 
ada’s financial strength. 
Part of the reason for the up­ 
turn in Canadian 
financial 
for­ 
tunes stems from the American 
money which 
has 
come 
north. 
Tourists brought in some, inves­ 
tors brought in more. Altogether, 
almost $2,000,000,000 (US money) 
came to Canada in the past few 
years.

This money has gone, directly 
and indirectly, to make Canada 
wealthier and more self-sufficient. 
Investors staked 
Canada’s

panding mineral industries — oil 
and coal—and its huge forest and 
chemical works.

and there was a rush in New 
York to obtain Canadian money 
to pay for the bonds. 
So much Canadian industry has 
been started by American capital 
that the average Canadian is a 
little worried. He’s afraid U.S. in­ 
terests are taking too big a share 
in their new developments. Ca­ 
nadian financial circles are urging 
Canadians to follow the American 
lead, and invest their own sav­ 
ings in homegrown securities. 
The dominion’s expansion—and 
the accompanying 
strengthening 
of the Canadian dollar is due to 
other factors besides American in­ 
vestments. 
There have been no 
major recurring 
labor troubles, 
despite some strikes in railways 
and manufacturing industries. 
And Canada is in the midst of a 
gigantic population growth. More 
than 500,000 people have come 
from Great Britain and Europe 
in the past few years, and 175,- 
000 streamed into the dominion 
in 1951 alone.

WITH THE PERSONNEL—As pointed 
out in the annual report for the past fiscal 
year, the citizens of Escanaba “are prob­ 
ably more fam iliar with the office of the 
city treasurer than any other city admin­ 
istrative office.” 
More people know Miss Belle Harvey, 
the city treasurer, and her staff than they 
do the heads of most of the other city de­ 
partments. Following are some of the rea­ 
sons: 
The treasurer receives all monies paid 
to the city, including all water, 
gas, 
electric and steam receipts. In addition, 
all special assessment 
payments 
are 
made at the treasurer’s office. 
The treasurer is also the collecting agent 
for county and school tax receipts. 
Personnel in the treasurer’s office read 
approximately 12,769 meters monthly so 
the customer can be correctly billed for 
gas, electricity, and water.

CLERK AND ASSESSOR—George Har­ 
vey is city clerk and Charles Schmidt is 
the city assessor. They share the same of­ 
fice space. 
'The city clerk is custodian of all or­ 
dinances and official document*; is sec­ 
retary of the city council; conducts all city 
elections; issues licenses and permits. 
The city assessor from year to year 
sets the valuation figures on all taxable 
property, personal and real, makes ad­ 
justments if significant changes are not­ 
ed. A card file on each piece of property 
is maintained in his office. 
Note: 
Taxpayers who feel that adjust­ 
ments are necessary may make application 
through the assessor for a hearing before 
the board of review. The figure as estab­ 
lished by the board of review are final.

Pasture Care Key 
To Milk Returns 


“Feed your pastures if you want 
the pastures to feed your cows,” 
Delta county dairy farmers were 
told by R. T. Hart wig. agricultur­ 
al economics specialist at Michigan 
State College, in two dairy meet­ 
ings in* Bark River and Cornell 
last Friday. 
Pointing out that 
dairy 
herds 
reach their highest profits while 
on excellent pastures, he stated 
that renovated pastures boost milk 
production about one-third higher 
than permanent 
pastures. 
Lime 
and fertilizer applied to pastures 
give over half the increased yield, 
while new plants and working of 
the soil also improve forage con­ 
siderably, he said. 
The speaker 
revealed 
studies 
showing that improved pastures 
help the dry cow to attain higher 
milk production and 
also 
help 
yearling heifers to attain larger 
body size which enables them to 
produce more milk. 
The steps he 
enumerated 
by 
which to get new pasture from old 
permanent pasture are: testing the 
soil. applying lime and fertilizer 
needed, disking 
and 
harrowing 
the old sod and then planting the 
right seed mixture in a firm seed 
bed. Fencing in 
the 
renovated 
pasture helps to get new seedlings 
started, he advised. 
Research studies also show that 
large dairy herds tend to have a 
higher average production of milk 
per cow along with fewer hours of 
labor spent per 
cow. 
Generally 
speaking, about 20 cows are re*r 
quired for efficient production and 
satisfactory income to dairy farm­ 
ers during these tinmes of high 
production costs, the agricultural 
expert said.

To begin with, I rather imagine 
that my home town of Coldwater 
is in many respects much 
like 
your own. We are proud of our 
churches, our schools, our fac­ 
tories, 
and

area 
which surrounds us. We select the 
members of our City Council and 
the county Board of Supervisors 
with great care. The men and wo­ 
men who serve on 
these 
local 
governing bodies are our 
neigh­ 
bors and friends. We know them 
personally. Some of us are ac­ 
quainted. too, with our senator 
and representative in the 
State 
Legislature. A few 
of us 
even 
know the governor and some of 
the other state officials. 
The Cold War 
When it comes to our national 
government in Washington, how­ 
ever, we are completely lost in 
the maze of bureaus and depart­ 
ments. We must depend on our 
newspapers to keep us 
informed 
about national and international 
decisions which more and 
more 
are affecting every home and ev­ 
ery person among us. 
Our country is now in the midst 
of what the politicians like to call 
a “cold war ".

Marion’s reportedly weak straw 
has not been adequately checked 
in county plantings. It has stood 
up well at Chatham and its re­ 
sistance to Race 7 of stem rust 
gives it new promise for lighter 
soils and for the central areas of 
the peninsula where the growing 
season is short.

Don't Give Baby Away; 
Take Husband To Court 


By ELIZABETH B. HURLOCK, PH.D. 
(Q) “I have been married for three years now and H has 
been a living hell. I have three children, one by a former mar­ 
riage, and am expecting another baby soon. My husband drinks 
and picks on all of us, especially my older child. He says dread­ 
ful things to me in front of the children and I can’t take this 
much longer. When my new baby is born, I would like to put it 
up for adoption because I feel that it is unfair to a child to bring 
it into a home like ours.”—N. M. 
(A) I agree that it is unfair to bring a baby into a home where 
a father drinks and mistreats his family. But the baby is yours and 
you should keep it with you at all costs. 
No woman has to stand for mistreatment by her husband. 
Chil­ 
dren in America today are guarded by our courts against parental 
m istreatm ent. 
It is your responsibility to see to it that your home 
is a proper place to bring up your children. 
Discuss this whole m atter with your m inister and ask him to 
make arrangements for you to take your case to a domestic relations 
court. 
W hen the judge knows about your husband’s mistreatment 
he will see to it that he treats his family properly or he will arrange 
for a legal separation, with support for you and the children. 
When a man drinks, he is likely to say and do things he would 
not do if he were sober. 
Also, drink makes some people extremely quarrelsome. 
Your 
husband’s attitude is due, in part at least, to his drinking. And, be­ 
cause your older child is the child of a former husband, he receives 
the brunt of your husband’s m istreatment 
This, however, should not be tolerated. 
Your husband knew 
when he married that you had this child and he knew also that the 
child would live with you. If he did not want the child to be in his 
home, he should not have m arried you. 
But. he did and it is now 
up to him to treat the child properly or pay the penalty.
